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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION FOR 
THE SCHOOL DISTRICT OF CANTERBURY. 


We have the honor to submit the following as a report 
to the School District of Canterbury. 


We have maintained schools for thirty weeks this year 
as usual; the maximum number our finances would 
permit. 

Able and faithful teachers have been in charge of our 
schools and fair living wages paid them for their time. 
We are fortunate in being able to say that our teachers. 
are not of the class that are in it for the money alone or 
look upon school teaching as, to quote from a previous. 
report submitted to this District, “a stint of six hours per 
day and from 4 P. M. to9 A. M. the next day, the school 
is out of mind”; they are capable, efficient and interested 
in their work, in nearly every case. 

In our report of last year it was requested that com- 
plainants in school affairs make their complaints in writ- 
ing; as there have been no complaints so received we 
were given to believe that the schools were being manag- 
ed in a manner satisfactory to those interested. 


The expense of running the Hill’s Corner school was 
eliminated in September, the scholars in that section 
being conveyed to the Shaker’s school, where their ad- 
vantages were greatly increased. 


The conveyng of scholars has been as successful as 
in previous years, 

Truancy cases are less numerous this year than pre- 
viously; only two habitual truancy cases giving trouble 
of any amount; one prosecution with ten dollars fine 
and costs; in the other case the truant was at last lodged 
in a reform school. Mr. Stoneham, truant officer for 
the Boscawen District, was appointed by the Canterbury 
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Board, as an assistant truant officer for Canterbury, on 
a case that was particularly troublesome, and one that 
would have caused the District great expense had our 
regular officer been called every time an officer was need- 
ed. In Mr. LeBeau we have an able and efficient truant 
officer, and Mr. Stoneham’s work as assistant. officer 
was a help at many times. 


The general average of deportment has been very satis- 
factory; this helps greatly in the making of a successful 
school. 

At Kezer Seminary, school has been maintained the 
same number of weeks as in the District schools. Miss 
Allen, the teacher in charge at the Seminary, we believe 
‘ has tried hard to advance the scholars and believe she 
has achieved some success. 

For financial statement in detail as well as for amount 
to be requested of Selectmen, see other section of this 
report. 

The retiring member herewith expresses his appre- 
ciation of the many courtesies and kindnesses extended 
him during the last three years.
